The conditions of the Citizens’ Union 
were made known at the meeting of the 
Nominating Committee yesterday after- 
noon and gave the Republicans and the 
Municipal Ownership League such a shock 
that they felt compelled to ask for more 
time to think it over.

Suggested that when the Nominating Com- 


mittee reported the result of its labors to | 


the general conference it should recom- 
mend an adjournment of the conference 
until 8 o'clock to-morrow afternoon. The 
Siggestion was adopted and the general 
conference, at its meeting in Parlor DR 
of the Fifth Avenue last night, adjourned 
to that date without any discussion. 

The decision of the Citizens’ Union 
present the name of Robert Grier Monroe 
to the Fusion conference was reached at 
a meeting of the Union's Nominating 
Committee, held in the office of R. Fulton 
Cutting.

Littleton Declines. 

Before the meeting in Mr. Cutting's of- 
fice, President Martin W. Littleton 
Brooklyn had announced«that the union 
would not present his name to the Fusion 
conference as a candidate for Mayor with 
his consent. Mr. Littleton was the can- 
didate of the Union at a former mecting 
of the Fusion conference, his name being 
taken up by the Union under the belicf 
that he could be induced to accept. Yes- 
terday morning Mr. Littleton gave out 
this statement: 

“TI had thought that the talk of my 
name in connection with the Fusion nomi- 
nation for Mayor would die down before 
now, but since I am aware of an ex- 
pressed purpose to present it to the Fu- 
sion conference for consideration and 
since I do not wish to mislead any one, I 
have made up my mind to say publicly 
that I could not and would not accept a 
nomination for Mayor. 

*I do not believe that the reason 
my taking such a course would interest 
any one, and I need hardly say that I 
feel a great pride in the fact that I have 
been considered in connection with so 
great an honor.’ 

On receiving the declination of Mr. Lit- 
tleton it did not take the Nominating 
Committee of the Union long agree 
upon Robert Grier Monroe next 
choice. Although none of the members of 
‘the committee would say positively that 
Mr. Monroe had been consulted, the im- 
pressicen left the remarks of those in- 
terviewed was that he had been conferred 
with and had consented to have his name 
presented. 

The Fusion Nominating Committee met 
in Parlor DR of the Fifth Avenue at 4 
o’rlock yesterday afternoon. Thomas Gil- 
leran of the Municipal Ownership League 
presided. After a statement by William 

as to the negotiations by which 
the representatives of the Citizens’ Union 
were brought back into the conference: 
nominations were calied for. Mr. Halpin, 
on behalf of the Republicans, presented 
the name of ex-Senator John Ford. 

It had been said around the Fifth Ave- 
ntte earlier in the day that, although the 
Revublicans in the conference would urge 
the nomination Ford, they would do 
so only because they were confident that 
his nomination would be resisted to the 
end by the Citizens’ Union. if Ford was 
thought to have a chance, it was said by 
some of the Republican district leaders, 
his name would not be seriously consid- 
ered by the Republican organization, for 
the rcason that he made a bitter attack 
on President Roosevelt when he was Gov- 
ernor, and made attacks 
equaliy bitter on Senator Platt and ex- 
Gov. Odell. Judge Samuel Seabury’s name 
was urged by Max. F. Ihmsen, on behalf 
of the Municipal Ownership League. 

Cutting Against Ford and Seabury. 

Mr. Cutting, before making a nomina- 
tion for the Citizens’ Union. criticised the 
nominations made by the other organiza- 
tions. He said that the Citizens’ 
could not be induced to consent to the 
nomination of ex-Senator Ford. ‘ihe 
Union, he said, had no personal criticism 
to make of Judge Seabury. Judge Sea- 
bury had been the candidate of the Union 
for the place on the bench which he at 
present occupied, and his work as a Judge 
had been in every praiseworthy. 
Nevertheiess, Mr. Cutting went on to say, 
the representatives of the Citizens’ Union 
felt that Judge Seabury was not an avail- 
able man for the nomination for Mayor, 
and the Union therefore opposed him on 
general grounds. 

Mr. Cutting then proposed the name of 
Robert Grier Monroe to head the Fusion 
ticket. Mr. Cutting said that the Union 
regarded Mr. Monroe as in every respect 
an avhilable candidete. As Commissioner 
of Watcr Supply, Gas and Electricity un- 
der Mayor Low Mr. Monroe had made a 
splendid record, Mr. Cutting declared, Mr. 
Monroe, he said, had stood out against 
the extortion of the lighting corporation. 
It was Mr. Monroe who first urged that 
the city have a municipal! lighting plant 
of its own. He had framed bills to give 
the city that power and had advocated

| MOSCOW, Sept. 25.—The Congress of | 
| Representatives of the Zemstvos, the mu- 
nicipalities in the interior of Russia and 
of the Polish Lithuanian provinces, be- 
}@an to-day at the residence of Prince | 
Tcherbatoff under the Presidency of | 
Count Heyden, one of the Marshals of the |} 
Nobility, who presented the petition | 
drawn up by the last All-Russian zemst- | 
vo congress to the Emperor. | 

A representative of Gen. Durnovo, Gov- 
ernor General of Moscow, was present 
with instructions to stop the meeting if 
the conditions under which the delegates 
were permitted to assemble should be 
violated. These conditions provided that 
the sittings should not be public, that the | 
President should not allow any departure 
from the subjects mentioned in the pro- 
gramme, and that the speakers should not | 
be permitted to say anything that might 
cause racial excitement. Representatives 
of the press, however, were allowed to 
attend, but the accounts in the Russian 
papers will be censored. 

The congress discussed a resolution call- 
ing for the organization of a general 
Zemstvo bureau and declaring that the, 
representatives of the Zemstvos in the 
cities should participate actively in the 
Gosuéarstvennaia Douma, (the lower | 
house of the National Assembly,) organiz- 
ing therein a united majority for the pro- | 
tection of their own interests and for the 
furtherance of their work in the cause of 
liberty. 

Only two speakers were in favor of 
boycotting the Douma. A majority of the 
delegates declared that it was necessary 
to participate in its proceedings in order 
to continue the struggle with the bureau- 
eracy and to exact liberty and equality 
in the name of the people. 

Several of the Polish Lithuanian dele- | 
gates made heated speeches. They de- 
clared that if the Russian intellectual 
classes were not represented in the 
Douma the border lands would be left to 
fight the struggle for liberty alone. 

The Siberian delegates petitioned 
the right cf suffrage be extended to Sibe- 


ria as soon as possible. 

After a lengthy debate the 
resolution was adopted: | 

‘The Zemstvo and Municipal Congress | 
ecnsiders that the National Douma will} 
not give national representation in the 
true sense. Having in view, however, that 
the electoral assemblies, uniting a great 
part of the social forces of the empire, 
may serve as rallying points for the gen-

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HUNGARIANS CENSURE 
THE KING-EMPEROR 


Coalition Committee Says He 
Should Have Heeded Delegates, 


MEETING CALLED FOR ACTION, 


|Francis Joseph’s Personal Popularity 


Assailed for the First Time — 


Excitement Increasing. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, Sept. 25.—The 
Executive Committee of the Coalition 
Parties summoned to discuss the situation 
arising from the ultimatum presented to 
the Hungarian leaders by the King-Em- 
peror, has passed what amounts to @ se- 
vere vote of censure on his Majesty and 
his advisers. 

The committee in the resolution ex- 
presses the deepest regret that the King- 
Emperor did not listen to the statesmen 
summoned by him to Vienna who repre- 


| sent the majority in the Hungarian Par- 


liament and constitute, therefore, the 
leaders of the nation in its public affairs. 

The committee further indignantly cen- 
sures those who advised the King-Em- 
peror to take such a course, and approves 
the action of the coalition leaders in de- 


clining to negotiate with Count Golu- 
chowski and in declining the memoran- 
dum presented by the sovereign as a vio- 
lation of the Constitution and unsuitable 


|for the settlement of the present consti- 


utional conflict. 
A general conference of all the parties 
forming the coalition has been summoned 
by the committee for Oct. 8 for the pur- 
pose of arriving at a common agreement 
on the answer to be made to tho condi- 
tions imposed by the Rng-Memparee.

NATIONS MAY UNITE 
IN POLAR EXPLORATION 


Famous Pole Hunters Eager to 
Work Together. 


BELGIUM REQUESTED TO ACT 


International Congress on Economic 
Expansion Wants the Kingdom to 
Submit Plan to Other Powers. 


MONS, Belgium, Sept. 25.—The Interna- 
tional Congress on Economic Expansion, 
at its session to-day, discussed a plan for 
placing. polar exploration under interna- 
tional direction. 

A motion to this effect was signed by 
the Duke of Abruzzi, the Duke of Or- 
leans, Dr. Charcot, (the French antarctic 
explorer,) Lieut. Gerlache, (the Belgian 
antarctic explorer,) Dr. Nordenskjold, (the 
Swedish arctic explorer,) and many others. 
The signers are said to be certain to have 
the adhesion of Commander Peary and Dr. 
Nansen, and practically al! the arctic ex- 
plorers. If was stated by those present 
that Dr. Nordenskjold, Lieut. Shackleton 
of the British Navy, (the antarctic ex- 
plorer,) and W. 8S. Bruce were ready to 
take part in an international expedition. 

A motion was adopted approving the 
plan for international direction of polar 
exploration and asking Belgium to take 
the initiative in inviting the other nations. 

The congress also adopted a proposition 
for the creation of an international ethno- 
graphic bureau for the ‘purpose of assem- 
bling the information gathered by all sci- 
entific missions. Frederick J. V. Skiff of 


Chicago was among the supporters of the 
proposal to establish the bureau. A com- 
mittee was appointed to organize it. 

The political section discussed trusts 
and tariffs and adopted a motion calling 
on the various Governments to introduce 
legislation for the control of industrial 


mbinations. 
“N. Beermaert, Minister of State, ad- 


dressed the marine section upon the neces- 
sity for an international agreement upon 
maritime legislation.

Jockey John Lamley Dead. 


John Lamley, the most successful light- 
weight jockey of his time a dozen years ago, 
died at his home at Brighton Beach yesterday 
morning of a stomach trouble induced by his 
efforts to keep down his weight when he was 
actively engaged as a jockey back in the early 
90's. Lamley was a product of the W. C. 
Daly school for jockeys, and with another 
Lamley, ‘' Jimmy,'’ who, in spite of the popu- 
lar idea, was not his brother, was a foremost 
figure in racing in the closing days of racing 
in New Jersey and up to 1905. When at his 
best Lamley was retained by M. F. Dwyer, 
and rode for a time for Messrs. Dwyer and 
Richard Croker, but in his later days he never 
justified his promise as a light boy, and soon 
quit riding to become a trainer. His success 
was not great in that line, and for several 
years ‘‘ Johnny '' Lamley has been an invalid 
about the race courses, where quite recently 
a collection was made for his benefit among 
the horsemen.

ELECTRIC TO BELMONT PARK. 


Officials Make a Trial Trip—New 
Trains to Run Next Week. 


After a trial trip over the newly electri- 
fied section of the Long Island: Railroad 
to Belmont Park yesterday, the railroad 
officials announced that the line was com- 
plete from the Flatbush Avenue station, 
3rooklyn, to the new racetrack, and that 
trains to that point would be run by elec- 
tric power during the Fall meeting there, 
which begins on Oct. 2.

We published on Sunday an interest- 
ing letter from Mr. D. D. Drake, writ- 
jten from Caen, France, recounting his 
experience in an effort to import into 
the United States a considerable num- 
ber of tree plants for forestry purposes.

MOTOR SPEEDING IN ENGLAND. 
A certain Mr. WILLOUGHBY VERNER 
of Hartford Bridge, Winchfield, has

His record for motors’ passing Hart- 
ford Bridge in July was 54 per cent.

that month twenty-three drivers had 
been fined nearly $1,000 for exceeding 
the legal rate of speed in that neighbor- 
hood. Mr. VERNER reports that he finds 
his motormeter works accurately, but 
the makers are constantly in receipt 
of complaints that it shows much too 
great speed when their cars are really 
going slowly,.and he is of the opinion 
that the formation of a correct concep- 
tion of speed in a motor is practically 
impossible except by an adequate me- 
chanical device.

demand from German-speaking citizens 
that the language they have abandoned 
or are fast abandoning be taught in the 
public schools—an explanation which. is 
little likely to be recelved with satisfac- 
tion those from whom the demand 
comes. For, he said, in effect, that in- 
telligent Germans who have been in this 
country long enough to get their bearings 
as Americans feel as strongly as we do 
that it closely approaches the criminai 
even to suggest that any of the scanty 
time of children in the public schools 
should be devoted to the study of foreign 
language, but that the ‘‘common Ger- 
man’’ hopes by having German made a 
part of the public school curriculum to 
prevent his own children from thinking 
and acting as if they were ashamed of 
their racial derivation. This queer feeling, 
according to Dr. Rupp, is exploited by 
ignorant and conscienceless politicians for 
the sake of consolidating and influencing 
the ‘‘German vote.’’ The doctor’s oppor- 
tunities for acquiring information on this 
question have been many, and perhaps 
he is right, but somehow we would our- 
selves hesitate to call ‘‘common” all the 
Germans who have taken part in this 
misguided effort to injure the public 
schools, and we know that not all of them 
are uneducated. And it does not strike 
us credible that even the com- 
monest’’ and most illiterate of Germans 
can even suspect his own children or any- 
body of being in danger of thinking 
it a humiliation to be of German blood. 
That just a little too improbable for 
serious consideration. German children, 
no doubt, occasionally hear the word 
“Dutch” applied to them in derision or 
anger, but the impulse that leads to that 
method of expressing hostile emotion 
common to all humanity and no “ recog- 
nition "’ of a foreign language in the pub- 
lic is Hkely to eradicate it for 
many century to come. Every race 
name used in the same way by all 
who do not bear it, It seems to us that 
those who clamor for the teaching of this 
or that foreign language in the public 
schools are simply the people who have 
not yet realized that they are Americans 
and nothing else. In some of our newly 
arrived immigrants that is pardonable 
enough, but it is hard to excuse it In the 
Germans who ought to be, and in many 
respects are, among the very best and 
most intelligent of our grafted citizens, 
easily and thoroughly assimilable despite 
their reasonable and commendable pride 
in and love for the Fatherland. Yet it is 
they who again and again create this 
troublesome problem for harassed School 
Superintendents, and by so doing incite 
others much more truly alien to make de- 
mands even more absurd. The attempt to 
put any responsibility for this very grave 
mistake upon small politicians will be, we 
think, a complete failure, and it will not

A New Problem for Solution. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

During recent years, with the great increase 
in the number of loft buildings for the manu- 
facture of clothing, &c., on Broadway, below 
Fourteenth Street, a condition has arisen which 
has almost driven the retail merchants to de- 
spair, namely, the congregation of thousands 
of factory employes on the sidewalks of this 
busy thoroughfare during the noon hour. 

While quiet and peaceable, they nevertheless 
have a bad effect on retail business, as they 
usually huddle in groups, at time almost com- 
pletely blocking the sidewalk. Fifth Avenue 
has now been invaded by the same class of 
manufacturing buildings, and similar conditions 


are beginning to prevail thereon up as far as 
Eighteenth or Nineteenth Street. 

While it Is a rather ticklish problem to ap- 
proach, it seems as if some remedy might be 
found without infringing on the rights of any 
one, For instance, roof gardens could be con- 
structed on top of these great modern loft 
buildings. I don't mean to suggest that vaude- 
ville shows be provided, but a simple roof gar- 
den, with walks bordered by shrubbery, a rus- 
tic arbor or two, and plenty of benchesa—in fact, 
a place for rest and recreation, which the em- 


ployes would resort to volntarily in preference 

to standing on the sidewalks. The cost of main- 

tenance would probably be offset by the in- 

creased rental values of the store floors of these 

buildings.

I do not know of any Government mani- 
festation to the effect that Costa Rica 
desires the union with Panama, and ail 
the information I have on the subject, is 
what I have read in The New York 
Tribune, The Globe, and THmH NEW YORK 
TIMES.

Prof. But- 
ler spoke in place of President Harper, 
who was too ill to attend. 

“The ‘ self-made’ man’s success is due 
only to unusual ability,’’ he said. ‘ Ef- 
| ficient manhood—the manhood that ought 
to be offered to the world—no longer can 
| be home made. In this time of competi- 
tion the world is willing to pay the high- 
est price for the efficient, just as for arti- 
cles of commercial use."’ 

Clifford Pinchot, head of the Bureau of 
Forest Reserves, who followed, said: 

“The one great thing that Theodore 
| Roosevelt has done for the United States 
lies in the change which he has brought 
in the attitude of young men toward 
political life. The time is not long past

DECLINE IN CHICAGO SUBWAY. 


|Bear Campaign on the Curb That 
Doesn't Interest the Company. 


Manipulation by bears caused a violent 
} tumble in Chicago Subway on the curb 
yesterday. Apparently there was no good 
cause for the break. From 81 shortly 
after 10 o’clock the stock went down to 
72 just after noon and at the close had 
| recovered nothing. 
Chicago and New York blamed each 
other for the break. 

‘*Chicago Subway broke 
selling from Chicago,’’ announced the 
brokers’ bulletins here. Then came a dis- 
patch from Chicago saying, ‘‘ Chicago 
| Subway broke under heavy selling from 
New York.” 

Albert G. Wheeler, Jr., a banker of 46 
Wall Street and a Director of the Chicago 
Subway Company, said: ‘‘ We don’t know 


anything about those curb operations in 
Chicago Subway. I didn’t even know of 
the fall in the stock till the market closed, 
We spend our time trying to further the 
interests of the panenty and we are fur- 
thering them. e buying and selling of 
the stock 7 brokers is of little or no in- 
terest to the officials of the company. 
No, I do not know of anything which 
could have caused the fall.’’ 


REPORT OF THE N., C. & ST. L. 


Decrease In Earnings—$1,884,279 Was 
Spent on the Property. 


The annual report of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis Railway made 
public yesterday shows a decrease in both 
gross and net earnings for the year ended 
June 80 last, as compared with the pre- 
vious year. Gross earnings were $10,113,- 
056, and net $2,560,406. The net income 
after the payment of fixed charges was 
$742,725. Dividends amounting to $500,- 
000 were paid, leaving a balance of $242,- 
725, which was transferred to the profit 
and loss account. The report says in re- 
gard to the maintenance of the property:

A KANSAS CITY BANK CLOSES. 


State Institution Liquidates Because 
Larger Rivals: Got the Business. 


KANSAS CITY, Sept. 25.—The Kansas 
City State Bank, Wiley O. Cox, Prest- 
dent, went into voluntary Hquidation to- 
day through the Fidelity Trust Com- 
| pany. The bank had loaned $168,000 to 
|} the Bank of Salmon & Salmon at Clin- 
; ton, Mo., which failed last July. The 
Kansas City State Bank was organized 
in 1888, and had a capital of $200,000. 
The last statement showed loans, $4,000,- 
| 000; deposits, $4,750,000; surplus, $14,000, 

City deposits to the amount of $567,000 
were in the bank when it closed. The 
Fidelity Trust volunteered to pay the 
City Treasurer the amount of the city’s 
funds, but the money was not withdrawn, 

At the Fidelity Trust Company bank 
| checks on the Kansas City State Bank 
were honored as fast as presented. There 
was no commotion. Charles Campbell, 
Vice President of the Fidelity Trust Com- 
pany, stated that all ehecks drawn on the 
closed bank would be paid on demand. 
Wiley O. Cox sent out the following 
statement: 

“The retirement of the Kansas Olity 
State Bank from active business is vol- 
untary. Our business has not been grow 
ing for some time, and we found it hard 
| to hold our own with the larger institu- 
tions. In fact, it looks ag though the 
banking business, as well as all other 
lines, were concentrating. 

“The condition of the business was 
thoroughly gone over by the Board of Di- 
rectors, and the conclusion was reached 
| that it was not prospering as it ought in 
| order to be profitable. Accordingly nego- 
tiations looking to liquidation of the busi- 
ness through some other active banking 
institution were begun, and have reached 
consummation.”

GOLD BOUGHT IN IN LONDON. 


| The National City Bank Gets $1,675,000 
on Favorable Terms. 





The National City Bank purchased yes- 
terday in London $1,675,000 gold for im- 
port to New York. The announcement 
that a considerable sum had been secured 
was made from London early in the day, 
but it was not until the afternoon that 
ithe amount and the name of the bank 
was made known. 

It was said that the gold was secured 
on exceptionally favorable terms, other 
New York bidders having apparently 
withdrawn before the actual arrival of 
this gold in London. 

The foreign exchange market was de- 
| cidedly strong yesterday, the price of de- 
mand sterling advancing at the close to 
4.8545. The advance was in part due di- 
rectly to the news of additional taking of 
gold in London for New York. 

Foreign exchange bankers agreed yes- 
terday that gold was likely to come in 
|! fair volume from Australia. It is thought 
likely that London will shift the demand 
for gold for New York account from the 
|} london market to Australia, which will 
prevent our imports of gold disturbing the 
European money market. 

Notwithstanding the announcement of 
further gold imports, the call money mar- 
ket here showed considerable firmness,

WHEAT.—With a tremendous movement at 
interior points and a big addition to the visible | 
supply, bulls found a good deal of difficulty in 
sustaining the wheat market yesterday.
